Across tie Atlantic bj Airship. 

It is srated ibat an attempt will 
be made this summer to nrn#« tba 
Atlantic Ocean in an airship. Tils 
ditncuU task is to Ue undertaken "ay 
Walter '.Vellijian and lielvin Vi.-i- 
maa on their own responsibil ty. 

The start is to be made toward 
tne end of August or early in Sep- 
tember, from a base in the vicinity 
of New York. If practicable. Lon- 
don or its vieiaily is to he niada 
tbe eastern terminus of the voyage. 
The airship lo be used is t'ae 
motor balloon known as the Ameri- 
ca, which was built for the Wellninn 
po;ar expedition, and twice severely 
tested in voyages over the Arctic 
Ocean 3orth of Spitzhergen. 

A crew of six men will be carried, 
and the airship will be fitted wita 
a wireless telegraph outfit, enabling 
them to maintain constant comtaunt- 
caticm with land. 

The purpose of the voyage is a 
much higher one than the perform- 
ance of a mere sensational feat in 
aeronautics. It is to make a uemon- 
sfaHon on a large scale of the 
utility of motor balloons for naval 
and military purposes, and thus to 
contribute to the progress of the 
arts and selences. g

Mr. J. J. Kelso In his 
brochure — "Can slums ■be 
abo'lahed?" describes it 
as follows:

It ib n pliice where studies, burns nnrl 
sheds have been converted into rear 
deuces, not for one, hut ofen for two <ir 
three families, with Hon- of the ordinary 
requirements of hnme life 

'• In enrlier flajg, men weir either pas- 
sively allowed, or tonk permission, to 
erect row* of lath and piaster cottages 
on lanes not fifteen fret wide; yards were 
divided and sub-divided, until in some 
districts there it a perfect labyrinth. of. 
hovels, absolutely lacking in sanitary 
conveniences, and in vanons stages of 
dilapidation and decay. Such a thing 
as repairs is never dn'amed of for the rent 
enn be obtained ail the same, and to fix 
uu looks like unnecessary extravagance. 
The household refuse, as slop*, dish 
water, etc., are thrown outside thedoT. 
to sow diseases that daily nttack the 
inmates, sending adults -to the hospitals 
and babies to the graveyard."
